Applicant's amendment, filed 1 1/26/2007, has been entered. 

Claims 1 and 3 have been amended. 

Claims 2 and 4 have been canceled previously. 

Newly amended claims 1 and 3 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for 
the following reasons: Newly amended claims 1 and 3 are drawn to methods of treating / preventing previously not claimed. The 
newly amended claims are drawn to methods, which are related to the previous claims as processes of using the previous pending 
product claims. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product (M.P.E.P. 806.05(h)). 

In the instant case, the products as previously claimed can be used in a materially different process such as affinity purification, 
detection assays, bioassays and screening assays as well as treating other inflammatory diseases and conditions. 

Also, the methods of treating pemphigus can be achieved by a host of therapeutic regimens and therapeutics, other than the claimed 
anti-CD40L antibodies. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, applciant cannot filed an RCE to to botain 
continued examination on the basis of claims that are independent and distinct from the claims previously claimed and examined as a 
matter of right (i.e., applicant cannot switch inventions). See 37 CFR 1.145 and MPEP 706.07(h). 

Accordingly, newly amended claims have not been entered. See MPEP 706.07(h) 

The amendment filed on 1 1/26/2007 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because of the 
reasons above. 
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Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, applicant's response is considered non- 
repsonsive. Since the amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to be a reply (37 CFR § 1.135(c)), applicant is given a TIME
